SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The Classification Office classifies the video slick Color Climax Programm 331 as: 
Objectionable. 

The video slick promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct, and therefore falls under the deeming provision s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The slick contains photographs depicting semi-naked women and men engaging in 
sexual activity, including urination practices. Participants are shown urinating over 
each other. In addition, the text (which is mostly in German) refers repeatedly to 
urination practices as part of sexual activity. As advertising, the video slick is designed 
to be exciting and appealing to the viewer. In itself it encourages and validates sexual 
interest in urination practices; and it also encourages the reader to select the 
associated sexually explicit video recording for viewing. 

An objectionable classification on this video slick places a limit on si4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), which protects the freedom to seek, 
receive, and impart information and opinions of any kind in any form. The video slick 
falls under s3(2)(d) of the FVPC Act. This provision overrides si4 of the NZBR Act 
because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent 
with the rights and freedoms in the NZBR Act. 
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
